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DON’T HIDE BEHIND NOTHING 


URISTS OF THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE will 

be aghast when they hear me say, “Don’t 
hide behind nothing,” and will consider it 
inexcusable abuse of the mother tongue. 
But actually its sense here is good. Hiding 
is a sign of fear or weakness, even when 
one hides behind something; and so when one hides be- 
hind nothing, one is both weak and ridiculous. Some- 
times hiding behind nothing indicates furtiveness or even 
deceit. When men hide themselves behind nothing, they 
render themselves ineffective, and they disillusion or dis- 
concert their friends. 

How can a person hide behind nothing? There are sev- 
eral ways in which it is done, the chief of which I suppose 
is the writing of unsigned letters. The man who feels 
strongly enough about a matter to desire to write a letter, 
and takes the time to write it, then refuses to sign his 
name to it, is inexcusable. His bold words mean nothing, 
for he is hurling them from a hiding place—he is hiding 
behind namelessness, or anonymity, or, more accurately, 
the guise of being a nothing or a nobody. 

It seems that editors stand in peculiar stead to receive 
unsigned letters. Without having the experience, you can- 
not know how disappointing it is to receive a letter that 
is full of strong opinions, sometimes with sound reason- 
ing and lucid logic. It is disappointing for an editor to 
reach such a letter with growing delight and admiration 
for a writer with such clear thought and expression, only 
to have all his pleasure dashed in the end when he 
finds that it is signed, “A friend,” or, “A reader,” or by 
any one of a host of anonymities. 

It is noticeable that it is usually among critical cor- 
respondence that we find unsigned letters. Some people 
do not dare sign their names to their own criticisms, 
and are afraid to have their identity associated with un- 
complimentary messages. Why this should be, I do not 
know, for people who are worth your criticisms do not 
object to receiving them. But you cannot hope to help 
any person or any situation by criticizing it and then 
refusing to identify your personality with what has been 
said. 

We should never be afraid or too weak to stand beside 
our opinions and convictions. If you have a genuine 
grievance, voice it as a protest by the authority of your 
own identity. If something is wrong, don’t be afraid to 
associate yourself with opposition to it. If you feel that 
something is wrong, but there is a possibility of its having 
a justifiable explanation, identify your protest so you can 
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receive an explanation. When your name is not known 
you cannot effectively correct error, for your criticism is 
ignored or disregarded. No one is entitled to a conviction 
or an opinion who is afraid to stand behind it with all of 
himself. The man who tries to hide himself behind name- 
lessness is unfair to his own convictions. It is easy to 
identify oneself with a popular cause, but it requires 
strength and courage to be known as an objector to the 
popular and conventional trends of thought or action. 
If you do not feel strongly enough about a matter or a 
situation to sign your name to your correspondence con- 
cerning it, it is not worth the time to write a letter or 
even a postcard. 


VERY OFTEN we meet people who hide 
themselves behind another form of namelessness—the 
“I know a man who” group. Sometimes this is caused by 
timidity as much as by timorousness. Let us suppose that 
a man is in need of advice or counsel concerning a per- 
sonal fault. In seeking the counsel of a friend or ac- 
quaintance he does not identify himself with the fault, 
but, intimating it is some nameless person whom he 
knows, he says, “I know a man who likes to read murder 
mysteries. Do you think it is wrong?” or, “I know a man 
who is considering going to the ball game. Do you think 
he should?” or, “I know a man who has a very violent 
temper and wonder if there is any way he can be 
helped” or, some woman will say, “I know a woman who 
is terribly jealous of her husband. How can she overcome 
it?” The point is that when they say such things, they 
actually mean themselves. They are having the very 
troubles which they mention but are hiding themselves 
behind the words “I know a man.” When we seek advice 
we should do it forthrightly, for therein we can be 
helped. This is another form of anonymity that often de- 
feats its own purpose. 

Then there is “someone suggested” group. Usually this 
group is composed of those who are dissatisfied with 
things as they are and wish to see certain changes made. 
They lack the courage and self-confidence to suggest 
that suitable changes be made—either because they are 
afraid of offending the one to whom they suggest the 
change, or because they are actually uncertain of the 
suitableness of such a change. Here is an instance of 
what I mean: Suppose that someone is dissatisfied with 
the length of the Sunday morning services in the local 
church, Because the person lacks the boldness to suggest 
to the pastor that the services be dismissed a little earlier, 
he will say, “Someone has suggested that our Sunday 
morning services be dismissed at least by twelve thirty.” 
Why not simply suggest the thing you think best? There 
is no need to hide behind some imaginary person by put- 
ting your words into the mouth of “someone.” If you are 
capable of having a thought or an opinion, then boldly 
state it. Do not hide behind such a ridiculous state of 
namelessness. Let your name and your personality and 
your mentality be identified with the thing you have to 
suggest. 

Quite a sizeable group is the “they say” people. These 
people never say anything—they only relate what “they 
say,” without ever telling you who they are. The people 
who hide behind the flimsy phrase “they say” never have 
@ personal opinion, an idea, or thought. They simply re- 
late what some unidentified, and often nonexistent, per 
son or persons have said: “Not that I agree, but they say 
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she is a bad girl.” Who says? That question is never an- 
swered. No one in particular says such a thing; it is just 
“they say.” If “they” are the only ones who say it, then 
forget it, for in reality no one says it. This is usually 
only a screen behind which some weak and cowardly 
person hides while he hurls out the darts of his bias and 
malice. It is not always as harsh as that, taking at times 
very mild forms, but it is always a sign of weakness and 
nonentity—a ridiculous attempt to hide behind nothing.

taxes, for the civil authorities are God’s official servants, 
faithfully devoting themselves to this very end.” 


OUR PRIMARY responsibility as citizens to 
our Government is prayer. Regardless of the way you 
voted in the recent election, you should discard all malice 
or jubilation and pray earnestly for President-Elect Eis- 
enhower and his administration to lead our country into 
greater heights of righteousness. We all realize that the 
times in which we live are desperate times, and the man 
who guides the destiny of this great nation is in as great 
a need of prayer and spiritual support as any man who 
has ever served. We need not look for a panacea, and we 
need not look for a bag of tricks that will suddenly solve 
our problems and deliver us from our troubles. 

In the morass of our age we must. not forget that we 
are enjoined with a spiritual responsibility to our rulers.

Missionary Convention

OR SEVERAL MONTHS the sincere prayer 
and desire of the hearts of our laymen and 
ministry has been, “Lord, help me to do 
something that will multiply the interest of 
the mission cause, and help our people to get 
a vision and forget about such a thing as a 

‘quota’ or a ‘budget,’ and get a vision of the work begun 

by our first MISSIONARY.” 

Christ gave all when He started out on His missionary 
work at the age of 30 years. Many prayers have gone up 
relative to this, and now we can say, “Thank you, Lord, 
for opening the doors for us, and please help us to walk 
in as they are opened.”

He repented before 
God, and when the Lord said, “Whom shall I send, and 
whom will go for us?” Isaiah said, “Here am I; send me.” 
Again hearts were opened to the spirit of giving, and 
pledges and money came in which amounted to approxi- 
mately $1,190. As we sat in our seats, with tears flowing 
freely, we realized more and more the great Commission 
which is to the entire Church.

We welcomed the privilege of having our returned mis- 
sionary to India, Reverend C. E. French speak to us. He 
used for his scripture, “And when he had found him, he 
brought him unto Antioch. And it came to pass, that a 
whole year they assembled themselves with the church, 
and taught much people. And the disciples were called 
Christians first in Antioch,” Acts 11:26. He pointed out 
that all peoples who had religion were not saved. This 
service climaxed with the raising of approximately $1,300. 


AS WE sang the theme song Sunday morn- 
ing, our hearts were humbled before God for the sweet 
spirit that prevailed. Before the sermon, Brother French 
conducted an open forum in order for the people present 
to ask him any questions they desired relative to the mis- 
sion work. 

Reverend French used as his sermon, “The Church’s 
First Business,” and his text, St. John 1:42, “And he 
brought him to Jesus .. .” Even before his message was 
concluded, many were weeping openly, and a sweet spirit 
of submission prevailed. Just like popcorn, people began 
rising from their seats, saying, “I’ll give $200 to build a 
church in India’; “I'll give $50 for missions”; “I’ll give 
$250”; “I’ll give $100”; “I’ll give my entire week’s salary”; 
“T’ll pledge $5, trusting the Lord to help me get the money 
from somewhere”; “Brother French, I don’t have any 
money but this morning I am giving myself to God to go 
and to do whatever He would have me do”; “Brother 
French, I don’t have any money; the only thing I have 
that’s worth anything is my watch, and I am willing to 
give it if it will be the cause of some soul being saved,” 
and someone made a pledge immediately and asked that 
the young lady’s watch be returned to her; “Brother 
French, I’ll give $100 on a church building in India”; “T’ll 
give $200 to support a student in the International Pre- 
paratory Institute.” Many, many pledges were given, and 
many pledges made during the other services were dou- 
bled. An approximate $3,700 was raised in this one service. 
My, it was wonderful! How thankful we were for such 
a service, and everyone seemed to forget that we were 
staying at least forty-five minutes longer than usual for 
Sunday morning. Someone said, “I just don’t want to 
leave such a good service.” We all felt it was surely good 
to be in the house of God once more. 

An approximate total of money raised in these four 
services was over $7,000, for which we are very thankful. 
We shall never know the good that was accomplished in 
these services, for our people were blessed, and many re- 
dedicated their lives to the Lord. Our pastor, Reverend 
J. Frank Spivey, is very happy for the vision his sheep

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PERSONALITIES OF THE FIRST CHRISTMAS 


_OSEPH has been neglected. In an effort to 
exalt the precious mother of our Lord, we 
have nearly forgotten that He had a fa- 
ther, too. And a very good father at that 
—a noble father—an outstanding father. 
Seldom, if ever, do you hear Joseph as the 
subject of a sermon, or a story, or a painting, or an es- 
say. It is always Mary—Mary and her Babe. Even when 
Joseph is mentioned, or painted, it is obscurely—in the 
dim background, never in the spotlight. Doubtlessly, this 
is as he would have wished it, which is one good reason 
for making him the subject of this article. Without di- 
minishing the reverence due the virgin mother of Christ, 
we should also realize that Joseph was very prominent 
in the life of our Lord. God had good reason for selecting 
Mary to bear His Son, and, doubtlessly, her husband-to- 
be was an important factor. God would surely be as care- 
ful in the selection of a father for the Saviour of the 
world as He would a mother. Yes, Joseph is extremely 
important; let us here remember him. 

The blood in Joseph’s veins was royal blood: “. . . he 
was of the house and lineage of David,” Luke 2:4. Then, 
humility was a characteristic of him. Without vaunting 
his royal heritage, he was meekly earning his bread by 
carpentry. But he was definitely notea nobody—he was a 
richly endowed son of Abraham and David. 

The prophet Micah gave an epitomized measure for a 
good man, which measure Joseph filled to the greatest 
degree. He met every requirement of a good man: the 
ultimate of godliness under the law. Micah 6:8, “He hath 
shewed thee, O man, what is good; and what doth the 
Lord require of thee, but to do justly, and to love mercy, 
and to walk humbly with thy God?” If these, then, were 
the requirements for goodness, let us consider them sep- 
arately and see how completely Joseph fulfilled the law. 


1. Joseph Was Just 


IF JUSTICE is equitable and impartial judg- 
ment, or merited reward or punishment, then, at times. 
justice is more godly than forbearance and condonation. 
It is better for the child, and more righteous, too, that the

parent be firm and just, rather than doting and tolerant. 
There is a pseudo-gentleness, which is really masked 
aversion to duty. At times it is difficult to be just, be- 
cause it calls for courage and godliness—but justice must 
be done, even though it hurts us, too. Joseph was not a

coddling old sentimentalist, but he was a just man of 


God. 

All within him loved Mary and yearned for her pres- 
ence. The delight of his heart would have been to for- 
give her supposed infidelity. But when he heard of Mary’s 
sickness, justice forced him to put her away—he did not 
know that her conceiving was of the Holy Ghost. For 
three months now his beloved had been away, visiting 
relatives. Now, on her return, Joseph did not observe the 
former gay, joyous, ebullient pride of his heart. Instead, 
he daily watched a listless, wan maiden, whose efferves- 
cence had been replaced by dull languor. Her eyes were 
dreamy, her thoughts faraway. When the truth of her 
condition pierced his dismayed mind, Joseph must have 
known then what it meant to have a heart violently 
wrung from one’s bosom. No one can know the sorrow 
and shock that must have been his. Within the soggy 
greyness of his despair, only one thing was distinguish- 
able, and it flashed like a red beacon incessantly upon 
his reason: infidelity! Mary, his Mary, as he reasoned, 
must have betrayed him. How could HE know? sorrowing, 
forgotten Joseph. 

Compassion urged him to forget it with little or no 
ado, but justice demanded that he put her away. And 
Joseph was a just man, because he was a godly man. 
Knowing full well that it would hurt him far more than 
it would his beloved Mary, he finally decided that justice 
must be done; sin must be requited.

YET HIS MERCY forced him to do so pri- 
vately, so that she would not be needlessly exposed. Jus- 
tice is good—justice with mercy is excellent. Certainly 
demonic persuasion urged Joseph to be harsh and ugly. 
When he made the decision for justice, Satan would have 
had him rush headlong to the other extreme, to become 
bitter and vengeful. How wonderful is the wisdom of 
God! If He had chosen another woman, with a rash and 
spiteful husband, who would have harmed her and ex- 
posed her, the beautiful Bethlehem scene, the marvelous 
birth of the Son of God would have been marred by all 
the foul rumor of the world. Jesus would have been 
reared in fatherless ignominy, and a damaging shadow 
would have shrouded the grace of God. But God chose 
Joseph, just and merciful, warm of heart and cool of 
head, tender yet firm, loving Mary and fearing God at 
all times. This may sound paradoxical, but Joseph was a

111. Joseph Walked With God 


WITH ANGUISH in his heart, Joseph brood- 
ed. There was a most glorious secret snug in the heart of 
Mary, but for him there was only blackness. The myster- 
ious ecstasy that thrilled within her bosom replaced 
Joseph’s presence for Mary, but for Joseph there was only 
loneliness. However, God had not forgotten the man He 
had chosen to father His Son. They walked together— 
the two of them, God and Joseph. Eventually, his devo- 
tion to God brought a revelation to the heart of Joseph. 
And with that revelation came sunshine again; glowing, 
life-giving sunshine into an aching, winter-impoverished 
heart. 

Four times Joseph received a revelation from God. Four 
times during their lifelong.walk God spoke to Joseph in a 
dream. (1) “. . . Joseph, thou son of David, fear not to 
take unto thee Mary thy wife: for that which is con- 
ceived in her is of the Holy Ghost!” With what joy he 
must have restored his beloved, with what delight must 
have been that reunion. 

(2) It was to Joseph, not Mary, that God gave warning 
to flee into Egypt after Christ was born. (3) It was Jo- 
seph whom God told now to return to the land of Israel 
after the danger of Christ’s threatened infanticide was 
past. (4) It was Joseph who heard the voice of God again 
saying to turn aside into parts of Galilee. Joseph walked 
with God and they communed together. Mary received 
the annunciation of Christ’s birth, but Joseph was hon- 
ored as the head of the home, and God committed the 
Child’s welfare into his hands. Sturdy, steady hands they 
must have been. 

Christ must be born of Mary. Christ must be reared of 
Joseph. They were not chosen separately, but together. 
Into their four hands He placed the Son of heaven, the 
Hope of the world, the Saviour of sinners, the Heart of 
God: Jesus. Four hands must now form a life. The aged, 
wise hands of Joseph; the tender, loving, toiling hands of 
Mary! God made it clear that He would use them to- 
gether when He said, “SHE shall bring forth a son, and 
THOU shalt call his name JESUS.” That Joseph was to 
have a prominent part in the life of Jesus is evident. 
God’s choice of him as the earthly father of His Son was 
a very fortunate one, indeed. 


IV. Joseph an Example for Jesus 


IN. THE HAPPY HOME of Christ’s child- 
hood, reverence for God and adherence to the law were 
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paramount. Strict observance of God’s Word was direct- 
ed by Joseph, to the delight, of course, of his precious wife 
and son. Luke 2:41, “Now his parents went to Jerusalem 
every year at the feast of the passover.” 

This early training was very important in the later life 
of Jesus. It was by force of habit (custom) that He at- 
tended the worship of God regularly (Luke 4:16), and 
this habit was undoubtedly formed when He was very 
young. The training of a good father is one of the most 
formative things in a person’s life, and Joseph was that 
good father. When Jesus was lost on their pilgrimage to 
Jerusalem, both His father and:mother worried about 
Him, and sought Him together. Evidently, the father was 
equally, with the mother, proud of the Son. He was the 
joy of their hearts and the light of their lives, because 
He belonged on this earth to them. 

Joseph worked with his hands. Being a carpenter (Mat- 
thew 13:55), he had to be an able craftsman, for the 
carpentry of his day was more of art than it is today. A 
yoke that fit snugly about the neck of a beast without 
injuring the beast, decorative furniture that adorned 
Galilean homes, sturdy woodwork supporting homes— 
this was the work of Joseph. Bending over his carpenter’s 
tools, this man toiled for his family. What inner conflicts 
of spirit he may have had we do not know; but the out- 
ward conflict and toil for livelihood we do know. 

Here the story of one of the most noble-spirited men 
to ever grace the earth must end. We know nothing of 
his death, nor the circumstances leading to it; he was 
forgotten. Naturally, neither he nor Mary could be seen 
in the glowing presence of their charge, Christ Jesus. His 
dazzling life swept everything else into the dimness of 
the sidelines, but, at least, the glorious perfection of His 
life did, in part, reflect the precision of His childhood 
training. That Joseph died before the crucifixion is evi- 
dent since no mention is made of him during that terrible 
ordeal for Mary. Then christ commanded another, 
younger heart to care for His mother after His death. 
This would not have happened if Joseph had still been 
alive. 

At some unknown time, in some unknown place, by 
some unknown circumstances he died. Although man has 
seldom stopped to consider him and the.stout heart that 
beat in his mortal frame, he has not been entirely for- 
gotten. We remember vaguely, but God remembers vivid- 
ly: He remembers because Joseph walked with God. 
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Foreign Missions 
The Chink Snescapable Responsibility

HE GREAT Easter command “Go ye into all 

the world and preach the gcspel to every 
creature” was not only to the first disci- 
ples, but is the constant marching orders 
of the Church today. 

The great commission came afresh from 
the newly resurrected lips of our risen Lord, speaking 
only those things most important, as He was going on a 
long journey, leaving the affairs of the Church to His 
true followers. These “last words” to make known the 
Lord Jesus Christ to all men as the only Saviour from 
sin were a challenge to the disciples. They accepted the 
challenge and began to give the message on missions the 
widest diffusion in contrast to any narrower delimita- 
tion. 

They remembered the Lord’s ministry, how He said, 
“The field is this world,” “go ye into all the world,” “to 
all nations,” “to every creaturé,” and “unto the utter- 
most part of the earth,” while they themselves were in- 
clined to exclude the Samaritans. 

Christ’s example before them was clearly one of ac- 
tivity from one end of Palestine to the other. His means 
of transportation that of walking, a very wearisome jour- 
ney, yet He made three definite circuits—one throughout 
Galilee, one through Samaria, and another on the coasts 
of Tyre and Sidon. They remembered He said, “Let us 
go into the next towns, that I may preach there also: 
for therefore came I forth.” They remembered He had 
sent the “Twelve,” the “Seventy,” two by two, “into every 
city and place, whither he himself would come.” At Pen- 
tecost world evangelism was launched. Seventeen nations 
heard it immediately. When Christ went up, the Holy 
Ghost came down, and the Church went out. As the dis- 
ciples felt more and more the impact of this dynamic, 
all-embracing “Great Commission,” they began running 
here and there, never pausing, never resting, in their 
ceaseless and unwearied wanderings, to carry the news 
onward and onward, farther and farther, on to those 
new hearers of foreign lands. Peter went to Babylon in 
Mesopotamia and to Rome; Thomas to India; Paul to 
Europe, Italy, and Spain. Thus, in the first century the 
gospel had gone a distance of many thousands of mil's. 

Those parting words of Christ put the stamp on Chris- 
tianity that it was to be a universal religion—a religion 
not merely universal in a sense that it should be given 
to those who come seeking it, but universal in the sense 
that it must go out and seek for men in their own homes 
in foreign lands; a religion of conquest and progress in 
all directions; a religion that could not be satisfied to 
stop short of conquering the whole “creation.” In other 
words, the commission said, “Go, conquer the world for 
me; carry the glad tidings into all lands and to every 
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ear, and deem not this work at an end till all nations 
shall have embraced the gospel and enrolled themselves 
my disciples.” 


HISTORY reveals that every time the Church 
becomes cold, indifferent, and feeble, missionary efforts 
sadly decline. 

Constantine, beholding the gigantic cross in the skies, 
exclaimed, “By this sign we conquer.” But in those days 
of the popularity of the cross, the multitudes failed to 
seek and obtain a change of heart, and thus the world 
flooded the Church. The Church then lost her purity and 
her separation from the state. Consequently, the Dark 
Ages followed inevitably. The Pentecostal fires burned so 
low until the fire was almost extinguished. 

However, at all times, wherever afresh effusion of the 


Holy Spirit was experienced, individuals and churches 


were quickened invariably with missionary zeal. 

For instance, the Pietists of Germany, under Spencer, 
Franche, and others, produced a Count Zenzendorf. The 
great Moravian Missionary Movement, which in 1732 be- 
gan with two missionaries, by 1882 had sent out 2,170 
missionaries to various fields, and by 1930 had 136 main 
mission states, 336 missionaries, 113 nationals, with 2,242 
national helpers, 75,000 baptized believers, and 37,000 pu- 
pils in day schools. Ordinarily, our Protestant churches 
for every 2,000 to 3,000 members send out one missionary, 
but every 92 Moravians send out one missionary to some 
distant land. Applying this scale (every 92 sending one 
missionary), the Church of God would have 1,380 mis- 
sionaries on the field today. 


WILLIAM CAREY, in 1792, was seized with 
the urge that it was the Church’s responsibility to evan- 
gelize the world. The historian puts it thus, “If ever an 
idea was originated in any man by the Spirit of God, it 
was this idea of the evangelization of the world.” Leon- 
ard places the action of William Carey alongside the

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Matthew 28:18-20, “. . . All power is given unto me in 
heaven and in earth. Go ye therefore, and teach all na- 
tions, baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: Teaching them to ob- 
serve all things whatsoever I have commanded you: and, 
lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of the world.” 


HIS COMMAND is for every Christian to- 
day. Some don’t have the opportunity of 
teaching Christ’s principles to people of 
other nations, but they have their work to 
do at home. Others, and especially the 
youth, can actually go into the foreign 
fields and teach other nations about Christ. 
The door is wide open for Spirit-filled, well-trained 
young people. 

Now is the time for us to do all that we can to lead 
souls to Christ. During the past few months, Satan has 
been manifesting his power more than usual. Not being 
a creator, he is an excellent imitator and has a religion 
which is an imitation of Christianity. It is called Voo- 
dooism and is well established in certain parts of the 
world today. It is a religion of fear in contrast to Chris- 
tianity, which is a religion of love. The people worship 





-Satan and the evil spirits, offering many sacrifices so 


that no harm will befall them. This religion is well or- 
ganized, with Baron Samedi and Erlizer corresponding 
to Christ and Mary. When a Voodooist is converted, the 
Church of God pastor gathers his voodoo fetishes and 
Catholic idols and publicly burns them. Recently, Pasteur 
Bernard Lacombe was burning the voodoo temple of a 
converted priest when a doll, representing a god, said to 
him as he was preparing to burn it, “What are you doing 
here? This is not your territory. Why don’t you go back 
where you belong?” Brother Lacombe rebuked it in the 
name of the Lord and burned it. Another time the devil 
took possession of a young man who was seeking to be 
saved and argued with the missionary. He said, “What do 
you, a little preacher, think you can do against me? Why,

But He 
that is within us is greater than he that is in the world, 
and thus we see a mightier manifestation of the power 
of God than has been seen in many years—in great re- 
vivals, healing campaigns, and even in our local church- 
es. The cry of today is WORK, FOR THE NIGHT COM- 
ETH WHEN NO MAN CAN WORK. 


THE CHURCH OF GOD has a well-developed 
mission work in many of the countries today. There are 
places where pioneer work is still required, but a great 
deal of mission work today is no longer pioneer. Some of 
it is established in countries which are advanced and 
modern in many ways. Other countries are not so mod- 
ern, but the work itself is so well established that it is or- 
ganized on a similar plan to that of a state in the United 
States. Today we need some of the Church youth to be- 
gin preparing themselves for the supervision of the 
Church work in the foreign fields. Don’t neglect your 
spiritual life. This is the most important part of your 
preparation. However, in this article, since the spiritual 
part is the side so often presented, I want to present some. 
other things that will help in your preparation for mis- 
sion work. 

We do not send out great numbers of missionaries, us 
do some other organizations, because we work on a dif- 
ferent plan—a plan which we feel is an improved plan. 
We aim to send a few well-trained missionaries who can 
train the nationals. These nationals know their country, 
their language, and their people much better than a for- 
eigner can ever know them, and they can move among 
the people with greater ease and less expense. With this 
plan, more people can be reached on a smaller budget 
and the nationals are lifted up and trained to carry on 
the work of the Church just like our ministers at home. 
So, if you want to be a missionary for the Church, if you 
feel the call of God to your brothers and sisters across 
the sea, BEGIN TODAY TO PREPARE YOURSELF. 


SOME COUNTRIES, especially those that 
are Catholic dominated, do not want Protestant mission- 
aries to enter. At times one is obliged to enter as a social 
worker or teacher. Naturally, he must be certified before 
he can enter. And even in countries where missionaries

FOREIGN MISSIONS: THE CHURCH’S

“separation of Barnabas and Saul” for missionary work. 
William Carey has been rightly reckoned “the father of 
modern Missionary Movement.” At his shoe shop, where 
he eked out a meager living, he kept the Bible, encyclo- 
pedias, geographies, and language books open before him 
as he worked. The shop was called “Mr. Carey’s College.” 
Here he learned Greek, Hebrew, Latin, French, and 
Dutch, besides learning Botany and other kindred sub- 
jects. He had been saved in an open-air revival, which 
meetings were in ill-favor of the high churchmen. In an 
association meeting, being urged by the moderator to 
suggest a theme for discussion, he proposed the follow- 
ing, “Whether the command given to the apostles to 
teach all nations was not obligatory on all ministers to 
the end of the world?” It was not very gracious for the 
moderator to call out, “Sit down, young man. You are a 
miserable enthusiast to ask such a question. When God 
wants to convert the world, He can do it without your 
help; and at least nothing can be done until a second 
Pentecost shall bring a return of the miraculous gifts.” 
But this didn’t stop Carey. He put the inquiry in print 
and spread the news far and wide. He drew from Isaiah 
54:2, 3, two great challenges: “Expect great things from 
God; attempt great things for God.” This led to the for- 
mation of the Baptist Missionary Society, and William 
Carey the first foreign missionary. Andrew Fuller said, 
“There is a gold mine in India, but it seems as deep as 
the center of the earth. Who will venture to explore it?” 
William Carey, in words never to be forgotten, answered, 
“I will go down, but remember that you must hold the 
rope.” The society had but thirteen pounds, two shillings, 
and six-pence at that time. Many of the ministers of 
the church were against the project. Yet, through the 
laity, funds were raised. 

At that time the East India Company (English), which 
controlled shipping in the area, shared jealousy against 
missionary efforts with the chief statesmen, prelates of 
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the established state church, and nonconformist minis- 


ters, so that a special license to enter the territory was . 


required. Because of objections, after William Carey and 
his party were aboard, they were put off the ship 
and left stranded until God opened another way—on a 
Danish East Indiaman, the “Kron Princessa Maria.” 


William Carey’s labors in India are never to be for- 
gotten. He translated the Bible into the native language 
and composed songs and sang to the natives. Without the 
aid of grammars, he did this Herculean job of translat- 
ing, and after seven long strenuous years, he baptized 
his first convert “Krishnu.” W. Pakenham Walsh, D. D., 
said, “Carey was by no means a man of brilliant genius; 
still less was he a man of warm enthusiasm; he had 
nothing of the sentimental, or speculative, or imagina- 
tive in his disposition; but he was a man of untiring 
energy and indomitable perseverance.” Difficulties 
seemed only to develop him. 


WHEN John and Charles Wesley were pushed 
out of the churches and took to the streets for meetings, 
and John used his father’s tomb as his pulpit, he 
preached such heart-searching messages that all old 
England and young America were stirred. 

From this great movement of faith, power, and inspi- 
ration came Missionary Hudson Taylor and the “China 
Inland Missions,” one of the main agencies evangelizing 
China’s teeming millions. 

During the great Moody revival of spiritual upsurge, 
Moody visited Cambridge with his deepening spiritual 
life, which influence led to the forming of the “Forward 
Movement,” a great “Church Missionary Society,” which 
sent forth such men as Jonathan Edwards and David 
Brainard, who risked their lives among hostile Indians 
in America. But, when the call to service came clear to 
them, they said, “Here am I, send me.” Mention could 
be made of Ongole who went to South India, Banza 
Manteke to Belgian Congo. It was my privilege in 1951 to 
visit and see the great missionary work being carried on 
successfully in the Congo. I wish we, too, had many mis- 
sionaries in this needy field. 

The time when people laughed at missionaries and 
missions has long passed away. It is no longer possible to 
laugh at them. The serious statesman feels that, if not 
the missionary, then he knows not who is to create the 
bond of spiritual fellowship between East and West, 
Africa and Europe, America and the Orient. He looks 
eagerly towards this missionary effort. It is the biggest 
thing in the world that has to be done, and a great and 
consuming desire has seized the souls of people of all 
sorts and kinds. The mingling of nations gives us our 
great opportunity, our great responsibility. 

“The evangelization of the world in this generation” 
has become the watchword. These are great desires, ideal 
desires. Some may say, “Why bother ourselves about 
things that seem so far off and unpractical?” but that 
feeling is in direct opposition to the Bible. 

Unfinished Task 

We are faced with a gigantic task. According to World 
Statistics, reported by United Evangelical Actions, there 
are: 

300 million in Confucianism and Taoism 

40 million steeped in Hinduism 
300 million in ugly grip of loveless Mohammedanism 
180 million bound in Buddhism and Lamaism 
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158 million groping in darkness of Animism 

327 million beneath the sinister cloak of Romanism 

12 million Jews who know not our Lord 

150 million atheists, agnostics, or unconcerned 

144 billion unreached, marching toward the grave and 

the vast beyond 

500 million so-called Christians, including Roman Cath- 
olics, Greek, and Eastern churches, that only the 
Lord knows how many are born-again Christians. 
Two-thirds of India’s population is unevangelized, 
and three quarters of the peoples of South America 
are still outside the gospel. Today Japan is the 
world’s greatest challenge; Africa is second. 


In the past five years, the Church of God has raised 
$238,000 more than the total receipts from all the thirty- 
five previous years in the history of our foreign missions. 
While this represents a great increase, we have yet to 
catch the vision of our real opportunities and responsi- 
bilities—like the leaders of the New Testament League 
who believed they were asking a big order of the General 
to be permitted to distribute 10,000 New Testaments in 
Japan, and were told by General MacArthur he would 
not grant permission for 10,000 copies (too small) but 
added he would permit them to distribute ten million 
copies, and I believe he offered to assist them in the dis- 
tribution. 

The gospel, after nearly two thousand years, is still 
the power of God unto salvation to everyone that be- 
lieveth. It has lost none of its power. It has not changed. 
Therefore, the Great Commission stands; the Lord’s 
promise to go with us stands. Then let me ask, How in 
this world can the Church escape her responsibility? How 
can you, as an individual follower, hope to escape this 
great commission? 





YOUTH’S OPPORTUNITY 
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are welcome, a college education is almost taken for 
granted. 

Because of his versified activities, a missionary’s edu- 
cation should be as broad as possible. He should take as 
many introductory courses in the social sciences, health, 
and business administration as he can. He should decide, 
if possible, on the language-speaking field to which he 
feels called to work. Then he should study about two 
years of grammar in this language while in college. I do 
not believe he should major in the language field, as that 
will come later with practice on the field. So often in a 
foreign country one needs to know when NOT to speak. 
It takes a few months of living there to get the feel of the 
country and people, so it is sometimes to one’s advantage 
not to be able to speak fluently when he arrives. 

Office work is one of the important phases c? mission- 
ary activity. As he will be doing most of his English cor- 
respondence, the missionary should be a fair typist. Also, 
he should be a good bookkeeper. He will be handling mis- 
sion funds which belong to the public and should be able 
to give an account of every penny received and spent. 
The Missions Department is working out a uniform sy- 
stem of keeping books and reports, and each prospective 
missionary should have a knowledge of the fundamentals 
of bookkeeping. I want to emphasize this need, as its im- 
portance is often overlooked. 

When you want to know the progress of any company, 
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you study its books. The same should be for your mission 
work. If you want to know how each church, each dis- 
trict, each school is progressing, you should understand 
your reports and keep up with them. We found, in Haiti, 
by studying the reports that came into the office that we 
were spending about $4 per converted follower that we 
were able to gain to the Lord. We needed more money for 
evangelization. We began te study the other departments 
to see what could be worked out. We found that in the 
Orphanage Department we were spending over $200 a 
month on twenty-three children. We were convinced that 
it was the duty and privilege of the Church to care for 
orphans, but there were also better ways of doing so than 
in an institution. Upon inquiry, we found, even in Haiti 
where there are so many children. already, that there 
were several good Church of God families financially able 
to care for the children than we were, and who were an- 
xious to have a child to rear as their own. Some of our 
ministers were anxious to adopt a child. In this manner 
the children would have private homes and still be cared 
for by Church of God people. That left us $200 more a 
month that could be put into evangelization. That meant 
that we could support at least 15 more evangelists a 
month, and still not neglect the care of the children. 
Without good reports we could not have been acquainted 
with the facts necessary in making this change. 


OTHER important prerequisites for a mis- 
sionary are patience, love for the people, desire to help 
others, and Christian attitudes in general. I heard some- 
one say, “When you are packing to go to the field and 
there is a little extra space in your suitcase, fill it with 
patience. And if you need something to wedge between 
articles, use patience. And if there is any space around 
the corners or edges, stuff in patience.” That’s pretty 
good advice. Another thing that I would add is, you must 
feel that the people you serve are as dear to God as your 
own American friends. You must recognize the work of 
each individual and, above all, know that God is no re- 
specter of persons. You must love each person as a flesh- 
ly brother or sister. There is no room for racial prejudice 
of any kind. You will not be there to “Americanize” him, 
but to Christianize him. 

Do Something Today. If you want to be a missionary in 
the Church of God, write Reverend Paul H. Walker, the 
Executive Missions Secretary, for application blanks. Get 
acquainted with some of the Missions Board members. 
Let them know of your desire and how you are preparing 
yourself. Don’t wait until a few months before finishing 
your schooling before contacting the Board; do so today. 
In this way you will have a much better chance of being 
sent at the time when you are ready. 

Remember, we are living in the days when Satan is 
working hard and God is manifesting more and more 
power. Christ is coming soon. Youth, take this life ser- 
iously and choose your vocation of working for the Lord. 
Be able to say with the apostle Paul (Galatians 2:20), 
“T am crucified with Christ: nevertheless I live; yet not I, 
but Christ liveth in me: and the life which I now live in 
the flesh I live by the faith of the Son of God, who loved 
me, and gave himself for me.” By doing this you will be 
able to say with him, also (2 Timothy 4:7, 8a), “I have 
fought a good fight, I have finished my course, I have 
kept the faith: Henceforth there is laid up for me a 
crown of righteousness, which the Lord, the righteous 


* judge, shall give me at that day: .. .”
